From the Bank Note Reporter 
I find that in 1855 the only denominations with a male 
portrait which is unidentified is the $20.00 note. 
However, in 1862 a new issue of $1, $2 and $3 notes 
came out bearing an unidentified male portrait. • By 
unidentified I mean the portrait is not a person whose 
pioture would be recognized nationally. 

These bills must be very difficult to obtain as, no 
doubt, they were redeemed by the Market Bank and its 
successor bank. If I ever find one I will be glad to 
keep you in mind. However, it is my suggestion that 
you check the collection of the Chase National Bank in 
New York if you have not already done so. You can never 
tell when one can find a particular note of this type 
as it is like looking for a needle in a haystack.

My apologies for not getting back to you sooner. I have been 
away dealing with family matters on the East Coast for the past 
two weeks. I had hoped to travel to the ANS library on my only 
free day, but was cancelled by inclement weather. The ANS has 
many plated examples of the 2a-F in its catalogue collection. 

Additionally they have a 2a-F which I had hoped to examine. I 
expect when I return to the Northeast this summer to spend a day 
at the ANS library. 


I am attempting to identify the extent population of 2a-F's and 
their history. The 2a-F's have graced the holdings of many 
important collections.

Dear Mr. Gesner: 

In December, 2012 you Emailed Tom Serfass who is curator of the Eric P. 
Newman Numismatic Education Society, a not-for-profit Missouri corporation 
about your interest in the 1787 Massachusetts Cent with transposed arrows. 
That corporation does own the example coin in uncirculated red condition 
and we are glad to try to give you some detail about it which you requested. 

It was acquired from the Estate of Edward H. R. Green during 1941 by Eric 
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P. Newman along with a large quantity of other coins and paper money. My 
acquisition was together with Burdette G. Johnson, the well known coin dealer, 
under an undisclosed arrangement between us. Johnson put retail values on all 
items and placed each of them in a very small paper envelope with red typewriter 
ribbon text. The color was used to distinguish the Green items from Johnson s own 
inventory items and consignments from others.. Newman was first entitled to select 
any items he wished and Johnson was then entitled to withdraw a 
proportional value. Newman selected the Mass transposed arrows coin among 

others. 

Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society (EPNNES) was incorporated in 
1853 and the coin was donated by me to EPNNES several decades later. EPNNES 
is controlled by me and my immediate family. I have detail on the coin's early 
history which I will try to assemble in due course.
